Please, please remember that what is a spectacular and enjoyable 
evening for adults and children alike can be a terrifying and 
dangerous experience for PETS. The P.D.S.A. at Luton advise that 
all pets must be kept indoors for the whole of fireworks evening. 
After dark, the curtains should be drawn to shut out the sight 
and some of the sound of the fireworks, and it may be as well to 
cover caged birds up. Animals which are normally kept outside in 
hutches, such as rabbits or guinea pigs, should be brought indoors 
or put inside a shed with the windows covered. They warn that 
guinea pigs are extremely timid animals, even more so than rabbits 
and that the shock of the sudden sights and sounds of fireworks 
could kill them, so please take extra care over their firework 
night arrangements. On no account let your cat or dog out un¬ 
attended during the evening; far from restricting its freedom 
'you will, by keeping it indoors, be protecting it from certain 
fear, possible injury or even death. 
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The objectives of the BHRA are to act as an intermediary between the residents 
and other parties, to Keep residents informed of matters of importance and recreation 
in and around the village, and to promote the interest of Bar Hill Village.

6. Playgroup have asked for and been offered short-term financial 
assistance i.e. about £35 to meet extra rent payments which were 
not expected. 

7. Window cleaning. We have arranged regular cleaning of the 
glasswork in the Mall.
